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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
groups  of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1978,  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as 
we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  is  the  practice  with  most  New  Hampshire  communities,  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  statement. 

In  addition,  the  Town  has  not  capitalized  the  cost  of  property  and 
equipment  purchased  by  the  Enterprise  Funds  (Water  and  Sewer 
Departments).  Likewise,  no  depreciation  expense  is  recorded  on  these  funds. 
Generally  accepted  accounting  principles  require  that  property  and 
equipment  of  enterprise  funds  be  capitalized  and  depreciated  over  the  useful 
lives  of  the  assets.  The  Town's  records  do  not  permit  the  application  of 
adequate  procedures  to  enable  us  to  determine  the  cost  value  of  capital  assets 
or  related  depreciation  expense  on  them. 

Because  of  the  material  effect  of  the  ommission  of  fixed  assets  and 
related  depreciation  on  the  financial  position,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements  of  these  Enterprise  Funds. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned 
table  of  contents,  other  than  the  financial  statements  of  the  Enterprise  Funds 
(Water  and  Sewer  Departments),  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
various  funds  and  groups  of  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New 
Hampshire  at  December  31,  1978,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds 
for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  also  (1)  made  a  study  and 
evaluation  of  the  town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control,  (2)  performed 
tests  of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act  and  regulations  as  required 
by  Sections  II. C. 3  and  III.C.3  of  the  "Audit  Guide  and  Standards  for  Revenue 
Sharing  and  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance  Fund  Recipients"  (guide)  issued 
by  the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  U.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  and  (3) 
compared  the  data  on  the  Bureau  of  Census  Form  RS-9  to  records  of  the  Town 
of  Charlestown  as  required  by  Section  II. C. 4  of  the  "Guide". 

Based  on  these  procedures  we  noticed  no  instance  of  non-compliance 
with  the  regulations  and  no  material  differences  between  Census  data  on 
Form  RS-9  and  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1978.

Report  of  the  Trustees 

Silsby  Library  was  represented  at  three  book  buying  and  two  South  West 
District  Advisory  Council  meetings.  We  also  met  privately  with  book  salesmen 
and  purchased  books. 

Several  exceptional  books  have  been  received  as  Memorial  Gifts;  The 
Foundation  has  thoughtfully  contributed  a  subscription  to  the  Christian 
Science  Monitor  -  most  gratifying  additions. 

A  very  welcome  expansion  to  our  audio-visual  service,  a  16  MM  sound 
projector,  was  received  from  the  Connecticut  River  Bank. 

A  generous  money  gift  from  the  Women's  Club  enabled  us  to  begin  our 
landscaping  projects,  to  which  the  Theodore  Frizzels  contributed  and  planted 
a  maple  tree.  We  will  be  most  appreciative  of  further  fiancial  contributions  to 
assist  with  continued  landscaping. 

An  endowment,  the  interest  on  which  we  are  to  use  for  books,  was 
gratefully  received  from  the  Archibald  Sayce  Estate.

Carmen  Young  has  conducted  a  monthly  film  program  for  young  folks. 

Eloise  Savi  has  scheduled  the  many  worthwhile  exhibits  held  during  the 
year.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  loan  of  these  exhibits. 

We  also  enjoyed  having  an  exhibit  of  the  artists  in  the  Fall  Mountain 
Artists  in  Residence  program  and  enjoyed  hosting  their  open  house  program.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  -  1979 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  received  over  $200.00  in  income  from 
subdivision  and  site  plan  fees,  saie  of  regulations,  and  reimbursement  for 
newspaper  notices.  Expenses  were  $245.00  vs  budgeted  expenses  of  $400.00. 

Six  (6)  major  and  twelve  (12)  minor  subdivisions  were  received  and 
approved,  and  sixteen  (16)  site  plan  reviews  were  made.  This  is  a  decrease  of 
nine  (9)  subdivisions  and  four  (4)  site  plans  from  last  year. 

The  board  spent  $91 0.00  of  the  budgeted  $1 ,000.00  for  preliminary  work 
on  the  Master  Plan.  Aerial  photographs  at  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals  400  feet 
taken  in  1975  were  purchased.  These  are  very  accurate  pictures  and  will  form 
the  information  base  for  the  Master  Plan.  In  addition,  reproductions  of 
positions  of  the  tax  maps  were  purchased  to  allow  utility  information  to  be 
imposed.  Part  time  drafting  assistance  has  been  obtained  to  plot  the  water, 
sewer,  electrical,  drainage,  and  street  information.  This  years  budget  includes 
$1,500.00  to  continue  the  Master  Plan  works  which  should  be  basically 
completed  during  the  year  except  for  final  drafting  and  reproduction  to  be 
done  in  1981. 

Designations  of  sites  to  be  used  for  industrial  purposes  has  been  the 
subject  of  various  discussions  by  the  Board.  Preparation  of  a  Master  Plan  is 
useful  in  this  determination  and  the  Board  has  inserted  a  warrant  article  this 
year  to  ask  the  town  their  preference  in  this  matter. 

The  chairman  has  attended  several  meetings  this  past  year  concerning  a 
Regional  Solid  Waste  Project.  There  follows  a  summary  of  the  status  of  this 
program. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project.  A 
preliminary  report  indicates  that  solid  waste  may  be  converted  to  steam  and 
designated  four  potential  industrial  steam  users  in  Claremont,  New 
Hampshire.  Officials  from  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  indicate  that  the  long- 
term  cost  of  landfilling  will  increase  rapidly  because  of  pollution  factors. 

In  September,  the  Project  received  a  $100,000  grant  from  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency.  The  $35,000  budgeted  by  the  25 
participating  local  communities  was  used  to  match  the  Federal  funds,  and  a  1 7 
month  Phase  II  effort  was  initiated.  A  Project  Managerwas  hired  on  Octoberl, 
1979. 

Control  of  the  Project  now  officially  rests  with  the  NH/VT  Solid  Waste 
Planning  Committee.  Headed  by  Stanley  Williamson  of  Goshen,  New 
Hampshire,  Chairman,  and  Wesley  Hrydziusko.  of  Windsor,  Vermont,  Vice 
Chairman,  the  Planning  Committee  meets  bi-monthly.  Each  of  the  25 
communities  in  the  study  area  has  at  least  one  representative,  with  voting 
based  on  solid  waste  generation.  Two  sub-committees  have  also  been 
established  to  work  more  closely  on  the  technical  and  organizational  issues. 
Charlestown  has  one  representative. 

A  formal  request  for  proposals  has  been  released  in  an  effort  to  hire 
engineering  and  economic  consultants  to  determine  costs,  and  total  system 
impact.  The  consultants  will  be  working  by  May  1st,  with  a  draft  report  in 
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October  and  a  final  report  in  December.  The  Organizational  Sub-Committee 
will  draft  a  long-term  cooperative  agreement  between  all  the  communities. 
Voters  will  be  asked  to  decide  whether  to  commit  themselves  to  the  project  at 
the  next  Town  Meeting  (1981)  based  on  results  of  the  consultant  reports  and 
the  Organizational  Sub-Committee  work. 

Many  meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  have  been  well  attended  by  the 
citizens  and  we  are  grateful  for  your  interest  in  discussions  concerning  the 
town's  future.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
1979 

This  Department  had  an  active  year  in  all  fields  of  the  Department 
functions. 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  Services  performed  to  the  Community. 

Fingerprints  taken  -11.  These  were  for  employment  and  other  activities 
that  require  fingerprinting. 

Services  to  other  Police  Departments  -  729.  Included  in  this  service  are 
Motor  Vehicle  listings,  License  requests,  NCIC  requests,  relay  of  persons 
and/or  paper  work,  serving  papers  for  other  departments,  taking  into  Custody 
subjects  wanted  by  State  Police  or  other  Police  Departments,  and  assisting 
any  Police  Department  in  any  way  we  are  requested. 

Services  to  Insurance  Companies  -  63.  This  includes  reports  the 
Insurance  Companies  request  on  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  Thefts,  Burglaries. 

Family  Services  -  45.  This  Service  includes  Domestic  problems,  talking 
with  the  Mentally  Disturbed,  Despondent  persons  and  Family  problems  such 
as  Juveniles. 

Courtesy  Services  -  727.  This  service  included  escorts  to  the  banks, 
traffic  control  for  weddings,  funerals,  parades,  special  functions  in  town, 
church  service  traffic  control,  delivering  messages,  transporting  people  with 
disabled  vehicles  to  get  aid,  aiding  the  elderly  that  have  fallen  or  any  other 
problems  that  they  may  need  assistance  with,  checking  VIN  numbers  on 
vehicles  to  assist  the  Town  Clerk  in  doing  registrations,  dispatching  the 
Ambulance  Service  for  their  calls. 

Security  Checks  -  6490.  These  are  checks  on  Businesses  and  Public 
Buildings  in  the  Town. 

House  Checks  -  461.  This  is  a  check  list  for  people  that  are  away  on 
vacation  or  hospitalized  and  would  like  their  home  checked  while  away. 

Bank  Alarms  -  16.  The  Department  responded  to  these  alarms  when 
activated  at  the  local  banks. 

Other  Alarms  -  94.  These  alarms  were  answered  as  they  were  activated  in 
some  way.  These  alarms  are  systems  installed  in  our  Department. 

Total  Complaints  - 1050.  This  includes  any  and  all  complaints  that  are 
phoned  into  the  department  or  came  to  us  in  person,  excluding  dog 
complaints.  The  Department  resolves  these  complaints  and  difficulties  as 
soon  as  possible  by  the  best  means  to  serve  the  public  and  preserve  the  peace. 

Dog  Complaints  -  232.  These  are  called  into  the  Department  and  referred 
to  the  Dog  Officer.  Calls  include  dogs  running  loose,  barking  constantly,  stray 
dogs,  dogs  being  a  nuisance  in  gardens  and  in  yards. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  86  arrests  made  in  our  town,  393 
summons  issued.  215  warnings,  134  checkups. 
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The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  arrests,  summons,  warnings  and  checks 
on  Motor  Vehicle  Violations,  and  a  summary  of  the  Criminal  Action  for  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

During  1979  the  Ambulance  Service  responded  to  197  calls.  We 
transported  25  patients  as  a  result  of  automobile  accidents  and  52  patients 
who  had  heart/breathing  problems.  We  have  responded  to  7  fires  to  insure  the 
safety  of  our  firemen. 

Many  of  our  members  have  attended  classes  mostof  theyearto  upgrade 
their  skills  and  maintain  a  high  degree  of  proficiency.  As  a  result  we  have  4 
certified  CPR  Instructors  and  2  Advanced  First-Aid  Instructors.  We  have 
conducted  4  CPR  Classes  and  are  in  the  process  of  starting  a  54  hour 
Advanced  First-Aid  Class  available  to  the  public  on  a  first  come  first  serve 
basis. 

During  1979  many  of  the  members  were  tested  beyond  their  limits  during 
the  course  of  events  that  ensued.  As  the  Director,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  each  and  every  member  for  a  job  well  done.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  Police  Department  who  dispatched  us  so  efficiently  and  who 
assisted  us  many  times  on  many  calls.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  April,  the  State  Directors  of  Public  Health  and  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission  announced  laboratory  confirmation  of  a 
giardiasis  outbreak  in  the  Town  of  Charlestown.  Fifty  Charlestown  residents 
were  affected  by  symptoms  suggestive  of  giardiasis;  about  half  of  them  had 
giardia  in  their  stools.  Contamination  of  the  water  supply  could  not  be 
established  in  Charlestown.  All  consumers  of  the  Charlestown  public  water 
supply  system  were  advised  (by  the  State)  to  boil  all  water  for  consumption. 
This  advice  was  lifted  in  the  Fall.  Our  town  well  and  reservoir  water  is 
disinfected  by  use  of  chlorine.  This  is  a  specialized  treatment  for  the 
destruction  of  harmful,  and  of  otherwise  "objectionable,  nuisance  organisms". 
This  is  not  to  imply  that  chlorine  completely  destroys  all  living  organisms,  i.e. 
sterilization.  (Water  disinfection  processes  seldom  have  been  carried  to  the 
point  of  sterilization,  the  later  being  largely  confined  to  medical  practice.) 
Giardia  lamblia  is  an  amoeboid  protozoan  (form  of  animal  life)  not  controlled 
by  routine  chlorination.  Time  will  tell  if  the  warmer  months  bring  back  the 
endemic  nature  of  the  problem. 

Several  residence  and  building  facilities  to  be  used  for  foster  homes, 
group  day  care  centers,  or  family  day  care  centers  were  inspected  to  see  if  they 
complied  with  the  State  of  NH  Department  of  Health  &  Welfare. 

Very  few  overflowing  septic  tank  problems  surfaced  during  the  year. 

Sullivan  County  continued  to  have  a  low  incidence  of  communicable 
diseases  of  theten  counties  intheState.  This  includes  diseases  preventable  by 
immunization  (measles,  mumps,  rubella);  Central  Nervous  System  Diseases 
(encephalitis,  viral  meningitis,  meningococcal  infections);  Enteric  infections 
(Salmonellosis,  Shigellosis);  Viral  hepatitides  (Hepatitus  Type  A,  Hepatitis 
Type  B,  Hepatitis  unspecified)  Venereal  Diseases  (Gonorrhea,  Syphilis); 
Tuberculosis  disease;  rabies  in  animals.  Hillsborough  County  seems  to  hold 
first  place  in  social  disease,  but  it  has  been  mentioned  that  people  there  are 
more  sociable  than  those  in  the  other  nine  counties. 

The  Town  Landfill  reported  no  rodent  or  other  vermin  problems.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FALL  MOUNTAIN  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  requesting  from  each  of  its 
towns  in  1980  the  same  amount  of  support  received  in  1979.  The  amount  for 
Charlestown,  calculated  on  a  per  capita  basis  for  Charlestown's  population,  is 
$13,776. 

In  1979  the  VNA  provided  292  residents  of  Charlestov\/n  with  a  total  of 
3,048  clinic  and  home  visit  services,  for  a  total  cost  of  $48,344.  This  was  a  20% 
increase  over  the  number  of  services  provided  in  1978. 

The  VNA  has  felt  the  inflation  pinch  along  with  everyone  else.  However,  a 
number  of  factors  have  helped  the  agency  to  contain  expenses  that  must  be 
supported  by  the  town: 

•  A  larger  volume  of  services  helps  to  reduce  cost  per  unit  of 
service. 

•  The  agency  has  received  two  small  grants  from  the  Bureau  of 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  to  help  subsidize  programs  that 
previously  the  towns  were  requested  to  support. 

•  West  Central  Community  Mental  Health  Services  will  be  help- 
ing to  pay  for  mental  health  services  that  the  VNA  previously 
had  no  reimbursement  for. 

•  The  agency  plans  to  continue  searching  for  alternative  sources 
of  income  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  burden  for  local  taxpayers. 

The  VNA  appreciates  the  community  support  it  receives  and  will 
continue  to  insure  that  its  program  is  a  worthwhile  investment.

Four  hundred  feet 
of  storm  drain  pipe  were  cleaned  and  flushed  on  East  Street.
